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8 the Medicine which is the Subject of 
this Piece, has made a good deal of 
Noiſe in the World, and is likely to 
make more, I thought it would be fitting to give 
e Public ſome account of it ; and the more ſo be- 
uſe it has many zealous Friends and bitter Ene- 
mies.

It is certain I have ſaid many and great things of 
the Power of One Medicine, and at the ſame time 
affirm that tis Medicine is perfectly innocent. 
Unleſs I had been fit for Bedlam, it can hardly be 
ſuppoſed that I would have expoſed ſo much with. 


out unqueſtionable evidence. But, it will be ſaid, 
What 
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what you ſay is incredible. It may be ſaid fo. But 
ſuppoſe I ſhould ſpeak the Truth ; could I poſſibly 
have offered a fairer method to come at it than I 
do in the Introduction to this Piece? If any think 
could, I do there offer to ſubmit to their method, 
provided it be reaſonable.

N help of Inſtruments; be he never ſo 


ſkilful he does not lay them aſide; but the more 
able he is, the more certain you will be always to 
find the beſt inſtruments about him, and in the beſt 
order. An indifferent hand is always content- 
ed with indifferent tools, and really he is general- 
ly no true judge of the beſt tools. But the ſkilful 
artiſt or mechanic is not ſatisfied if he has not got 
the beſt, and with their affiſtance he will compleat 
a perfect peice in it's kind, or at leaſt ſomething 
that is far 1 the abilities of the ordinary wor- 
man. Even ſo it is in Phyſic. Medicines are 
the Inſtruments with which Phyſicians work, and 
without them they can do nothing. The greateſt 
knowledge of the animal ceconomy, and of the dif- 
ferent functions and operations of the Organs of 
the Human Body; the greateſt abilities for the 
Diſcernment of the various difaxders that do and 
may attend the movement of thoſe different Or- 


A Sans; 
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gans; the greateſt {kill in all the Branches of the Wi 
different remedies now in public uſe by Phyſicians, 
all this, I ſay, will not at all avail the Patient i 
ſome remedy be not internally or externally applied 
to his Body, that thereby the diſordered motion 
thereof may be rectified, and every part of it put 
into that primary Mate, in which it is by nature; 
ſo that the various motions of the Body voluntary 
or involuntary may be performed without trouble 
or pain to the individual. This is fo plain, tha 
none, Who think at all, will deny the truth of 
what I have here ſaid. If this be then the Caſe, 
much leſs will claſſical Learning, a great know- 
ledge of Languages, or an uncommon ſkill in Ma. 
thematics or Numbers in the Phyſician be of ſer- 
vice to his Patient. After all the pompous argu- 
ments chat may be brought to fupport this farrap 
of Science, the whole muſt be reduced to this, it 
muſt center here, that fome remedy muſt be appliedto 
the difordered Body of the Patient; and in tht 
7 of this Remedy depends the Succeſs of the 
I ſpeak humanly. This Choice, which ö 
455 ſo great importance, the Phyſician cannot be a- 
fifted in by Mathematical knowledge, whatever 
ſome may ſay in vindication of it, nor by Skill in 
Languages, &c. He muſt have a knowledge of 
the Animal Economy, and muſt be capable of 
diſcerning what diſorder within the Body will oc. 
caſion thoſe outward ſymptoms and apparent Pains 
with which his Patient is affected, and he mul 
likewiſe have a certain knowledge of the powers . 
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the various remedies in the materia medica ; that fo 
he may be able to apply that remedy which is pro- 
per to the Diſorder of his Patient. For, as I juſt 
now ſaid, Medicines are the Inſtruments made uſe 
of to cure Diſeaſes, and on whatever fide, whether 
of Nature or of the Diſeaſe, they lean, they will 
and do in every great Caſe determine the Event to 
Health or to Death. Of how great importance is 
it then for a Phyſician to be extremely careful what 
medicines he adminiſters, and to be ſo well fkilled 
in the Power of Medicines or the Materia Medica 
as to be able to make a proper Choice? | 


As I have mentioned the Inſufficiency or even 
inutility of Mathematics in the Practice of Phyſic, 
tho' I do not intend to enter into a critical diſcuſ- 
ſion of the matter, which would carry me too far, 
for the Field is large, yet I will juſt mention an in- 
ſtance or two of the inſignificancy of it. 


Dr. Keill, in > his Eflay-to aſcertain the Force of 
the Heart in driving the Blood through the whole 
Body, ſays, There is not any Problem in the A- 
e nimal CEconomy, which appears to be of great- 
er Difficulty than that about the Force of the 
Heart. And the Labour and Pains Borelli has 
taken in Eleven Propoſitions to determine it, do 
only demonſtrate that the Method he uſed was 
extremely intricate, and his determination of its 
being equal to more than 133, ooo. B. weight 
** 1s paſt all credihility. So much Geometry 

Aa F employed 
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« employed to fo little purpoſe by ſo great a Man 
has undoubtedly deterred others from attempting 
it.“ (And ſo I think it ſhould deter any reaſon- 
able man ; for after all his Pains, the advantage 
received from it would not be worth the trouble. 


However it does not deter the Doctor from his fa- 
vourite geometrical ſcheme ; he goes on): © But 


] hope to make it appear that a very little Ge- 
* ometry, rightly made uſe of, will eaſily deter- 
© mine this ſeemingly very intricate problem.” 
And after he has toſſed the Ball backwards and 
forwards for ſome time, he gives it as a deter- 
mined poſition, that the force of the Heart is 


equal to the weight of foe Ounces.” So that 
the Difference between thoſe two great Geometri- 


cians, in the force of ſo ſmall an Organ as the Hu- 
man Heart, is only that of 134,995. and ſome 
ounces. And if I may believe one, who was ful 
equal to either of theſe two, they are both greatly 
miſtaken, and wide of the mark. ** Borelli requi- 
« red a force in the Heart equal to the Preſſure of 


„ 180, oooſb. weight, to move 2ot6. weight of 


* Blood, whereas from what has been demonſtra- 
4c ted (theſe are Dr. Keill's words) above 100lb. 


weight of Blood may be moved by a Force in 


% the Heart which does not exceed the Preſſure of 
c one pound at moſt. Here again is a tri- 
fling difference between theſe two great men of 


899,995. Such is the infallible Certainty of 


Mathematics when applied to Phyſic, for each of 
theſe two great men have equal right to be * 


* — — 
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and thus have they, whoſe ſkill in numbers none 
can conteſt, ſhewn how much their Skill in oye 


was improveable by geometrical Problems. 


Mathematical Science is infallible 5 not miſ- 
applied; but in Phyſic they are miſapplied, not- 
withſtanding what ſome men may ſay, and are 
therefore in that application very fallible ; becauſe 
the Parties there proceed on falſe Principles. 


Dr. Keill has alſo demonſtrated (as he thought) 
by mathematical calculations, that roots. is the 
Quantity of Blood in a Man weighing 160fb. and 
Dr. Moulin ſays that the Quantity of Blood in ſuch 
a Man will not exceed 8, | 


With regard to the uncertainty of the Know- 
kdge of Phyſic in the Theoretic Part; that ap- 
pears preſently to one-who has ſtudied the Works 
of many great Phyſicians.

Notwithſtanding all this, fo great is the Preju- 
dice of Mankind in general in fayour of the Phyſi- 
cians, owing to their great fear of Death Fay 
quent to their eſtrangement to, and want of Con- 
fidence in their CREATOR and SAVIOUR; * 
that in light Caſes, where nature would, if left to 
herſelf, by abſtinence, Sc. relieve herſelf ſoon, 
there they u load themſelves with medicine, 
(whereas the leſs a man takes the better) and by 
that means often make a trifling diſorder an important 
illneſs; nay, when nothing ails them they muſt be 
taking Phyſic, and ſo do they, for fear of Sickneſs 
and Death, impair their Health, and often bring 
them both on ſooner. The 7alians have a droll 
Proverb on this Practice, Je flava bene, bd volutg 
Aar maglio; bo pigliato un rimedio, & ne ſono marto. 
I was well, I would be better; I tack Phyfic, and T 
died of it, The Emperor Adrian ſaid Turb4 Medi- 
corum perii ; ſuch as theſe might each ſay Turb4 Re- 
mediorum perii. When they are quite ſick, then 
they apply to them with a Confidence and Hope 
in theny due to No Man upon Earth, $ and fo are 
very, very often deceived. I myſelf have been wit- 
neſs to ſuch a reception given to the Phyſician, , as 
if his bare Preſence could work miracles on his diſ- 
ealed Patient. The Gentlemen of the Profeſſion 
themſelves cannot but applaud what I here fay,

T have before obſerved, Medicines are the In- 
ſtruments of Phyſicians to cure Diſeaſes, without 
the application of which Medicines, the greateſt 
Science is to no Purpoſe ; ſo it is no Impeachment 
| to their Abilities in the Science of Phyſic, that one 
| or the other Diſorder is unconquerable to them. 

For if there be no Medicine in the whole Materia 
medica, that can ſubdue that Diſorder when it has 
attained any force, it would be very unreaſonable 
to aſk them to do that for which they are not pre- 
556 and when they cannot be blamed for not 
eing. ſo prepared. Now that this is the Caſe in 
confirmed Diarrbæas, Dyſenteries, &c. is beyond 
all Doubt and Controverſy ; let thoſe who doubt 
it, and who would have authorities of weight to 
be convinced of it, conſult on that head Cælius Au- 
relianus, Rhaza, Avicenna, Petrus Salius Diverſus, 
Lazarus Riverius, &c. and they will find I do not 
ſpeak at random, It is true, ſome of our modern 
; Practitioners have affirmed they can cure thoſe diſ- 
orders ; but then the number of Patients of that 
ſort wha are carried off while under their hands, 
and the many who apply for Dr. Cockburr's Elec- 
tuary and are cured by it, after vain attempts on 
their ſide, are ſufficient evidences of the great want 
of a Medicine for thoſe grievous and dangerous 
diſorders, That Aſtringents are improper, inet-

N the Year 1707. Brigadier General Crowth? 

had been a conſiderable time ill of a Diarrhes, 
under the Direction of the late Sir Samuel Garth 
who had tried every Method for his Recover, 
But as the Brigadier grew very weak, and hi 
Diarrbæa did not abate of it's Violence, he {ent 
for me. I found him going about thirty times n 
twenty hours.

He had eight Stools after the Powder, but 


never a Stool after the Medicine. I left him two 


W Doſes more of my Medicine; one to be taken at 
Bed-time, and another the next Morning, if he 
ſhould have a ſtool in the Night. He did not take 


this [third Doſe, becauſe he had no more Stools. 
However, he took this Doſe next Evening, as he 
went to ſleep, and was perfectly recovered of the 
Diarrhea. 


HISTORY I 


Could give hundreds of Examples of ſuch ſud 
den Recoveries of every Diarrbæa and other 
Lioſeneſs of this kind, if ſuch Caſes were of any 
uſe to Phyſicians. I proceed rather to another In- 
ſtance of che ſame kind, but where the Patient was 
weaker, both naturally, and by the continuing of 


her Diſeaſe, with a very weak Conſtitution. I 


was called on Sunday, December the 18th. to Miſs 
Nairn, a Daughter of Sir David Nairn. This 
Young Lady is of a very weakly Conſtitution, 
Which was very near worne out with a Diarrhea, 


that held her for a long time with great Violence. 


Her Phyſicians had often gone the round of purg-

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ing and binding, and never failed of an Opiat, 
without an abatement of any Symptom. 


This Young Lady was ſo weak, that ſhe could 
not bear any purging Medicine, for this Reaſon, 
this Clyſter was injected, before my Medicine was 
adminiſter'd.

Lady, and when I told him, I believed I ſhould 


cure her, he anſwered me pertly, and with ſome 
Aſſurance, that it was impoſſible for me to do it. 
I offered him a Wager for her being well next 
Thurſday, (for ſhe was at this time recovered) but 
he was not ſo free to venture his Money as his 
Words. 


HIS 
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HISTORY III. 


Was deſired by Sir Hans Sloane to viſit a Gentle- 

woman in Moor- Fields. We met on Wedneſday 
in the Evening. She had many Stools with griping, 
and was ſo exhauſted with the Diarrbæa and Age, 
that I told Sir Hans ſhe had not Life enough left 
to recover; but that He might judge of the Effi- 
cacy of the Medicine, I did not doubt of putting 
a Stop to her Looſeneſs before ſhe died. She took 
my Medicine, and her Diſeaſe was cured by Satur- 
day morning ; but She died on Sunday. 


The Diarrhea, that is more difficult to be cured 
than theſe that proceed from ſtimulating Cauſes, is 
that which proceeds from Age; and that the Con- 
ſtitution of the Sick is at that time worne out. It 
will be proper then to add a Caſe of this kind, and 
from thence to proceed to more difficult Caſes of a 
Diarrhea. 


HISTONE OF. 


HE Honourable James Vernon had been ſix 
Weeks ill of a Diarrhea, under the Care of 
Sir Richard Blackmore, who not ſucceeding in all 
that time, Mr. Vernon put himſelf under the Care 
of Sir Samuel Garth : but the Diarrhea ſtill conti- 


nuing too powerful for his Adminiſtrations, and 
He 3 Mr.

Mr. Vernon being extremely weak, I was adviſiq 
with for him February 27. He was cured the fir 
of March by my Medicine. I ordered him an In. 
fuſion to ſtrengthen his Blood, and thereby to pre- 
vent a Return of the Diarrbæa; which Method wa 
ſo effectual, that his Conſtitution mended, and be 
has lived many years in as good Health as a Mar 
of his Age commonly does. 


HISTORY V. 


HEN *a Diarrhegis the Symptom of ſore 
other Diſeaſe, it*is more difficult to be cu- 
red than the greatneſs of the Diarrbæa. This is mani- 
feſt in Experience, as we find in the following Ca- 
ſes. The Honourable Langham Booth was prodigj- 
ouſly ſwelled with a Dropſy, and was the Charge of 
Sir Samuel Garth. He fell into a Diarrhea, which Sit 
Samuel could not check. I was deſired to ſee Mr. 
Booth, together with Sir Samuel Garth, December 25, 
1712. His Stools were many but with little Griping 
and withoutany great Quantity of Slime, Gall, or other 
Humours, I found it very difficult to be cured 
the firſt day, notwithſtanding the Mildneſs of the 
Symptoms that attended this frequent purging. 
The 26th he took a large Doſe of my Elefuary a- 
bout Noon, which was repeated at four of the 
Clock, and at Bed-time. He had one Stool at four 
that afternoon, and one at eight; but then the

FNApt. Braxton was taken ill of a Dyſentery or 
Bloody-Flux about the Time Col. Gibſon's 
Regiment left Newfoundland. He was ill during 
the Voyage, and left the Fleet off Plymouth, where 
he was put aſhore. He took many Medicines from 
the Phyſicians of that Place, but without any Suc- 


cels. And therefore leaving Plymouth he came to 
London, and took advice of the late learned Dr. 


Liſter, and of ſome other Phyſicians. He took 
Ipecacuanha, and ſome other Medicines. 


After two Months, I was deſired to viſit him. 


I found that he never had fewer Stools in TI

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four hours than twenty. His Belly was much 
ſwelled through the pertinacious practice of binding 
medicines, and perhaps by the long continuing of 
the Dyſentery.

were then ſo common in the Regiment, that their 
Surgeon, Mr. Heart, (who deſervedly muſt be 
reckoned in the firſt Rank of that Order of Men) 
had adminiſter'd their Stock with all deſireable 
Succeſs, excepting about a Quarter of a Pound 
that was reſerved for the Officers, but what Capt, 
Braxton had not of, having been in a diſtant Ship, 
and Mr. Heart was not made acquainted with his 
Condition, 


HIS: 
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HEN I was at Zpſom in 1698, I was de- 
fired to viſit Mrs. Cryer, who came from 


Barbadoes to be cured of a Dyſentery. She firſt went 
bo Antegoa, hoping to find ſome of my Electuary, 


with which the Generals Codrington, Father and 
Son, were commonly provided. But their Stock 
being expended, ſhe proceeded to England for her 
Cure. She fell into the hands of Sir Richard Black- 
mart, and ſome other Phyſicians in the City, who 
preſcribed many Medicines for her ; but all their 
means proving ineffectual, ſhe was ſent to Epſom to 
diink the Vaters, which were like rather to carry 
her off than her Diſeaſe. She was in that low 
Condition, and her Dyſentery was fo ſtrong, as gave 
me ſmall hopes of curing her.

R. Malibus, now one of the Six Clerks (Son 

of that worthy Apothecary whom Dr. H⸗ 
denham made more generally known) had been 
many months ill of a Dyſentery, and was reduced 
to that extremity that no check could be given to 
it but. by a grain of Opium every fix hours.

HAT I may ſhew the great Extremity the 
Sick may be reduced to and yet receive a 
Cure, I will ſet down this Obſervation, which we 
may perceive as full of extraordinary incidents as 
can well be found.

She kept the Cyſter about a quarter of an hour, 
and then took a Doſe of my Electuary, and an 
Hour after, a Draught of Mbite-Drint, as I com.

As this Lady was in this Extremity, I was wil. 
ling to know the Succeſs of this firſt Adminiſtra- 
tion before I proceeded ; and therefore I deſired to 


know how my Patient was about ten or eleven of 


the Clock. It was then I was told by her Houſe- 
keeper, that her Stools had abated, and that there 
came no- more Blood in them. Thus, being en- 
couraged, I ſent a Bolus to be taken immediate!y, 


and another for next morning.

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In the Morning I found that ſhe had not had above 
a ſtool in the Night; that her Pulſe was up, and 
ſtrong to her Condition; that ſhe had eaten two 


poach'd eggs in the Night; but that ſhe had not 


taken her Morning Bolus, and was reſolved not to 
take any more Medicines. 


This ſurprized me and all her Family. I told 
her that ſhe would certainly recover; whereas I 


W cid before ſcarcely believe it poſſible for her to live 


till this morning. Her Children begged her on 
their knees to perfect her Recovery. I preſſed her a- 
gain, and aſſured her of her doing well; and that 
ſhe would live for the ſupport of many poor Fa- 
milies ſhe maintained, if ſhe deſpiſed living: but 
all in vain, for ſhe declared ſhe would not take any 
more Medicines. 


However, that aftern6on ſhe ſent for Sir Rich- 
ard Blackmore, and the late Dr. Cade again, who 
were her. Phyſicians. She kept her Ground till 
Wedneſday the ſecond of December, and died on the 
Saturday following. 


Great Inquiry was made into this unaccountable 
Reſolution. Mrs. Harriſon, who ſat up with her 
that night, declared that the Apothecary, Mr. To- 
bin, was the only Perſon that ſaw her; that he, 
betwixt eleven and twelve, whiſpered with her La-

dyſhip, and that ſhe, Mrs. Harriſon, withdrew i 
from the Bed - ſide, fo that ſhe did not know what 


paſſed ; but it was believed that he diſſuaded her 
from proceeding with her Cure with me, believing 


that what was already done would eſtabliſh his 


Friends with her. 


This Lady was a good Cuſtomer to him for her 
F amily and the poor ſhe ſupported ; but nothing 
could make him juſt to her. For it appears by a 
Lady of Honour and Quality, that he did diſſuade 
her, and by a very ſtrange Argument, tho? one 
not unſuitable to her. He told her, that her Re- 
covery was not natural ; it was above the power of 
any Medicine ; and that ſhe was cured by a 
Charm. Now as ſh2 was of a Religion that teaches 
the unlawfulneſs of Cures by Amulets and Charms, 
and believing in the deep knowledge and Cathoic 
Honeſty of her Apothecary (that this Cure was of 
that kind) died a Martyr to a Knave. 


HISTORY V. 


N the foregoing Obſervations I have endea- 


voured to ſhew the Curableneſs of a Dyſenter 
while Life continues. In this Obſervation we have 
the Caſe of a Dyſentery very ſurprizing and deſ 
perate. 


A poor Man near Adęate was recommended to 


me by the Dyſpenſary-Phyſicians. He was ſo fl of 
a Dj- 
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Dyſentery that he could not come to my Houſe ; 
ut a Woman came for my Advice, and brought 
ith her a large Gallipot full of a ſlimy Subſtance 
Appearance, but what I found to be a very large 
iece of the villous Coat of the Redtum. It was a 
aſe at that time new to me, and ſo deſperate that 
gave the Woman half a pound of my Electuary, 
ith directions for the taking it. The Man reco- 
ered and lived ſame years afterwards. 


Slvius mentions a like Caſe ; but thinks it incu- 
ble: but it is not fo, as I have ſince experienced 
2 another Occaſion. 28 


= Theſe Obſervations are not the hundredth part 
f thoſe I have made in London, nor the thou- 
Wandth part of the Experiences had of my Medi- 
Wines at Sea. So that I do not draw them 
Worth as Proofs of the Goodneſs of my Medicine, 
but as an IIluſtration of. the different degrees of 
urableneſs there is in one Diarrhea and another. 
Had I any other deſign, the World would equally 
be ſurprized with the . greatneſs of the Cures, and 
the Boldneſs of an invidious Inquiry that was once 
made into the Succeſs of my Medicine; which as 
had men of great honour for my Judges turned 
hugely to the Advantage and further eſteem of the 
Medicine. However it may not be diſagreeable to 
hear of two Practices of two Surgeons, then in the 
N avy.

The firſt is a Letter from the Surgeon of te 
Flamborough at Dublin. The Surgeon, Mr. N. 
vet, pretended that the Ship's Company was ver iſ 
much afflicted with a Diarrbæa, which muſt hay 
proved very fatal but for my Electrary; and there. 
fore deſires a ſupply of it to be ſent him forthwith, 
I laid his Letter before the Lords of the Admiril.
